Wai the river and east of the Oder 
despite official soviet announce- 
ments of the capture of the an- 
cient fortress, said: "the battle, for 
Kuestrin has reached its climax. 
The Red Army is throwing in all 
of its material, regardless of loss- 
es of men and tanks". 


"This piescnt offensive must be 


taken in connection with the long- 
planned Russian attack on Ccr- 
lin". declared a DNB broadcast 
from Berlin. 


There was no confirmation from 


Moscow of the opening- of a new 
Zhukov attack, but the soviet high 
command announced that the Ger- 
man dcfendcis of the Baltic ports 
of Gdynia and Danzig had been 
split by the capture of Zoppot. on 
the coast between the two cities, 
and that the Russians were clamp- 
ing a huge pincers on the inner 
German fortress area of Moravia.
